What would the world be without literature? The ques- 
tion may be answered by relating the conditions existing dur- 
ing the times when there was none}. during the times when 
there were no means by which men could communicate their 
thoughts to their fellowmen.

Hach age has wit- 
nessed mankind drawing toward unity of purpose. 

Literature is the principal means by which humanity 1s 
drawn together. All reforms have been ereatly affected 
by. the silent influences working through books. In recent 
years Thos. Dixon’s “‘The One Woman’’ has done more to 
put down divorce than a thousand sermons. The beautiful 
life of Christ has for two thousand years been drawing men 
and women through the mediumship of books. From the time 
of Christ, true literature begins. Then starts the spirit of love 
and sympathy. Since then writers having imbibed the love of 
Christ, have found a hearty reception in the hearts and minds 
of their readers. When a literary production containing the 
highest feelings of the author, touches forcibly the loftiest 
feeling of its readers, it may be called good literature. 7 

Literature appears in the form of prose or poetry. By prose 
we mean all that is not poetry. The term poetry has some- 
what been corrupted by men who gather their material criti- 
ecism mostly from the current newspapers. There let their 
eriticism rest, for their little learning forbids their entering 
the higher realms of art. By poetry we mean the expression 
of thought and feeling in musical language. Man has never 
rejected but has rather sought the charms of music. There 
can be no error in the assertion that poetry has broadened 
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and deepened thought and has softened humanity in its up” 
ward march. | 

The lofty sentiments coming from above have guided the 
footsteps of the poet and he, in turn, singing out the elements 
of his life, has turned thousands to the right way. What a 
glorious dependence upon the Infinite do we feel. When 
Tennyson, after having toiled with human knowledge and wis- 
dom, declares himself— 


“An infant erying in the night ; 
An infant erying for the hight ; 
And with no language but a ery.”’ 


Let the all-wise fool hear his poetical expression and turn 


his feet to the only light which God has given. When evil 
thoughts and evil passions have rooted themselves into our 


lives, before the evil fruit begins to ripen let us remember 


the determination, that prompted the poet to resolve that 


“IT will pluck it from my bosom, 
Tho’ my heart be at the root.’ 

What pleasures do we derive from beholding the beauties 
of nature. What ghmpses of heavenly beauty do we eatch, 
when through poetry there is revealed to us the loveliness and 
tenderness of the mountain daisy, of the yellow primrose and 
even the meanest flower that grows can inspire thoughts too 
great for the tongue to utter. How strong becomes our love 
for humanity when we hear the great American poet rejoicing 
in the stormy weather of March, for it is at this time that the 
glad and glorious sunlight is brought to the bleak and frozen 
Northlands. What a knowledgee of human character we obtain 
in reading poetry. In studying the works of an author we 
learn a man. And what is it to learn a man? What does it 
mean to know men, to feel as they do, to think as they do. 
Through the poetry of Tennyson we follow the trail of a con. 
queror; through the poetry of Bryant we learn how noble it 
is to be pure and noble. Through the works of Poe we learn 
to pity, yet admire.

pie, I’ll git you.’’ Then he grabbed George, and they went at 
it, round and round, rolling over and over on the ground, now 
one on top of the other.

VAN DYKE’S ‘“‘TOILING OF FELIX.”’ 





Among the greatest of modern writers is Henry Jackson 


Van Dyke. He was born in Germantown, Pa., in 1852; was 
graduated at Princeton University in 1873, at the Princeton 


Theological Seminary in 1877, and at Berlin University a year 
later. He was pastor. of the United Presbyterian Church at 
Newport, R. I, and Brick Presbyterian Church in New York, 
between the years 1878 and 1900, serving the latter for eight- 
een years. In 1900 he became professor of English literature 
in Princeton University. His foremost publications are: ‘‘The 
Reality of Religion,’’ ‘‘The Poetry of Tennyson,’’ ‘‘The Rul- 
ing Passion,’’ ‘‘The Blue Flower,’’ ‘‘Little Rivers,’’ and ‘‘The 
Toiling of Felix.’’ 

‘The Toiling of Felix’’ is a poem referring to one of seven 
sayings of Jesus, which were discovered a few years ago in 
an ancient Egyptian city by a party of English explorers: 
‘Raise the stone, and thou shalt find me; cleave the wood, and 
there am [.”’ 

In the legend, Felix is pictured as an Egyptian boy, who, 
becoming dissatisfied with the heathen practices of his people, 
turned his face in search of the true Christ. His one great 
ambition at first was that he alone might see the Christ. 
Tearing himself away from his home and friends and denying 
himself every earthly pleasure, he journeyed over the desert 
to the mountains near the Nile where the holy hermits dwell. 
There the Saint Serapion found him and placed a papyrus 
sheet in his hands containing the words, ‘‘Raise the stone, and 
thou shalt find me; cleave the wood and there am I.’’ The 
thoughts of Felix are voiced in the lines: 


“Gan it be the mighty Master spake such simple words as 
these? 

Can it be that men must seek him at their toil ’mid rocks 
and trees?’’ 


Felix, though doubting the Master’s word, turned his 
footsteps back to the common life. There in the quarries and 
in the forests, he sought and found an humble task, the doing 
of which caused him to forget the dreams of solitary saintship, 


and to feel the joy in the toil for daily bread. 


‘‘Looking at the distant city, temples, houses, domes and 
towers, 
Felix cried in exultation, ‘All the mighty work is ours. 


‘*Every mason in the quarry, every builder on the shore, 
Every chopper in the palm grove, every raftsman at the oar—

‘‘Hewing wood and drawing water, splitting stones and cleav- 
ing sod— | ) 
All the dusty ranks of labour, in the regiment of God, 


‘‘March together toward His triumphs, do the task His hands 
prepare: | : 
Honest toil is holy service; faithful work is praise and prayer.”’ 


In doing the Master’s bidding, Felix was conscious of his 
presence, and while he could not see his face, he knew that 
it wore the smile of approval. 

When his task was completed, Felix journeyed back to 
the city, having learned the secret of a life of duty. 

The force of the poem is summed up-in the closing lines 
of the Envoy: 


‘‘This is the gospel of labor—ring it ye bells of the kirk— 
The Lord of Love came down from above to live with the men 
who work. 
This is the rose that he planted, here in the thorn-cursed soil— 
Heaven is blest with perfect rest, but the blessing of Earth is 
toil.”’

A poorly clad street waif, seeing the advertisement, ap- 
plies at the designated place. Want is written on his counte- 
nance, his hollow eyes and sunken cheeks show signs of hun- 
ger. He is shown the manager’s desk, and after introducing 
himself in a stammering way he is asked by the manager 
the simple but characteristic question: ‘‘What' can you do.’’ 
Not one word is said or asked about his own wants. 

Higher up in the business world we find the same thing 
true. The stockholders of a great railway are to elect a new 
president. As they consider the different available men, they 
are not concerned with the fact that this man is out of em- 
ployment, or that man wants a change. The one problem 
for their consideration is: What of their ability to do? 

In the economy of Heaven, though divine grace plays a — 
wonderful part, yet we are taught in the Master’s parable 
of the judgment that eternal life is rewarded because, ‘‘ Ye 
did it unto the least of these my brethren;’’ services rendered ; 
something given to the world. 

In both the material and the spiritual realm man is ex- 
pected to contribute something toward the general welfare 
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of his fellowman. His acceptance and commendation depends 
largely if not altogether upon his contribution. But what of 
the social realm, that third element in individual as well as 
national life? Does the same principle hold true? Is there 
an entrance requirement into society bases on the principle 
of services rendered? It seems that there is not, and this 
Omission may offer an explanation for the fact that such a 
small per cent of those in high society gain any prominence 
in the affairs of church or state, and that such a comparatively 
large per cent of crimes and scandals are committed by those 
high up in the social circle.
